Wasninatox, December 24.—[Special.J— 
There was any amount of gossip about the 
senate this morning over the gag rule resolu- 
tion, and the financial bill reported yesterday, 
Few senators of either party have any idea 
that the gag rulecan be adopted, especially 
as not less than eight republican senators are 
opposed toit. These men are Ingalls, Wol- 
cott, Teller, Plumb, Stewart, Paddock, Far- 
well and Cameron. If possible, they will pre- 
vent the gag resolution ever seeing the light of 
day again. They will endeayor to prevent 
even its consideration. 

And the financial bil!! The excitement it 
created in the western camp, and the evident 
intention of the westerners to pass 
free coinage in its astead, if ever 
called up, has caused the Sherman wing of the 
party to think it best to leave financial affairs 
to take care of themselves for the present. 
Everything, they say, will come right in time, 
and the country wili be better off than it would 
be if a free coinage iaw were enacted. They 
would rather see the force bill and everything 
else fail, than have free coinage. 

Speaker Reed's Whisky Purchase. 

Speaker Reed purchased rather a strange 
supply of Christmas goods today for a member 
hailing from a prohibition state. It was ten 
quart bottles of old rye whisky, for which he 
paid $100. The ordinary congressmen who 
buy whisky at $8 a gallon are amazed at the 
speaker’s extravagance. It is impossible to 
conjecture what the speaker intends to do 
with this large supply of expensive Bourbon, 
but some one has been unkind enough to sug- 
gest that he intends to open it tomorrow to 
celebrate the president’s Christmas gift to Mr. 
Blaine, the veto of the Bar Harbor public 
building bill.

The judge fired at him 
aye lap and by this time the 
burglar had reached tho bottom of the stairs

time the poiice and neighbors had made their 
ppearance, but the burglar succeeded in escap- 
ing. Tracks of blood showed that Le had been 
wounded, and shortly afterward he was traced 
to his lair, but his condition was s0 serious that 
he died before hie couid be arrested.

Comment of the Irish Papers Upon the 
Situation, 

Dcstix, December 24.— United Ireland 
today, referring to the recent election in North 
Kilkenny, says: 

Kilkenny has declared for Gladstone against 
Parnell. The battle was f ought with every weapon 
that hatred, malice, ingratitude and treachery 
could supply. Behfnd the mutineers were the 
priests, eager to regain the power Parnell secured 
for Ireland ten years ayo. They sanctioned meth- 
ods of warfare hitherto unused, and open fightin 
Was supplemented Uy intimidation. Although 
this combination secured a victory 
in Kilkenny, it must be remembered 
that Kilkenny is not Ireland. They shall be 
forced to renew the wage of battle at every spot 
on L[rish soil, from the center to the sea. 

The Freeiman’s Journal says that Parnell starts 
for Paris tonight in orderto meet his “trusty 
lieutenant,” William O’Brien. Parnell, according 
to The Journal, refuses to believe that a friendly 
conference between O'Brien and himself will be 
barren of results until they have detinitely failed 
to establish a modus vivendi. 

THE VATICAN APPROVES. 

Romr, December 24.—It is announced on good 
authority that the victory of Sir John Pope Hen- 
nessy over Vincent Scully, at the election in 
north Kilkenny,was undoubted!y welcomed at the 
Vatican. It is also understood that the pope ap- 
proves of the attitude assumed by the Lrish 
bishops and priests. 

The pope, however, will not interfere in Irish 
politics, having decided to maintain his usual 
attitude of reserve so far as Irish affairs are con- 
cerned.

M’CARTHY ON O'BRIEN, 

BOULOGNE, December 24.—In an interview today 
Mr. Justin McCarthy declares that his idea in 
coming here was to inform Mr. O’Brien fully in 
regard to recent eventsin Ireland. Mr. McCarthy 
Said be believed that in view of VParnell’s 
declarations after the Kilkenny elec - 
tion, all idea of a reconciliation between 
the two factions of the Irlsh party must be 
abandoned. Mr. O’Brien, he said, was eminently 
patriotic, and might have lett America with the 
intention of effecting a reconoiliation, but events 
since his departure wou]d cause him to find this 
impossible. Even negotiations were hardiy pos- 
sibie, he added, as no basis for a settlement of the 
dispute existed, Parnell having refused to accept 
the resuit of the Kilkenny election as a verdict, 
and declined to abandon the jeadership. 

“The nationalists,”” said Mr. MoCarthy, ‘will 
never consent to Parnell’s retention of the Irish 
leadership. Seme of the Parpellites are luke- 
warm in their adherence and only stick to Parnell, 
through a feeling of chivalry. it is likely that 
some will become detached in order to join Mr. 
O’Brien when his decision is known.” 

Mr. McCartiry spurned the idea that Mr. O’Brien 
would join the Parneli party without openly de- 
claring himself. 

PARNELL’S MISSION TO PARIS. 

Mr. Parnell said today that he would go from 
here to Paris to offer his congratulations to Mr.

A Murderer Meets Death at the Hands ofa 
Mob. 

NORFOLK, Va., December 24.—A special dis- 

patch to The Landmark, from Oulander, N. C., 


brings intelligence of a lynching at Winton, in ; 
the same State, ef a notorious negro, named Kinch , 


Freeman, who on October 4th, brutally murdered 
Nep Atkins and his aged mother, in Bertie county, 
by beating their brains out with a two-pound 
weight and then set fire to their residence. 

He was rceognized at the time by the house- 
keeper, who by hiding escaped his inurdcfous 
blows. Freeman was arrested in Norfolk and 
taken back to North Carolina for trial. 

Last night about 130 masked men surrounded 
the jail at Winton and three of them, witha fourth 
tied as if a criminal, went to the jail and said 
they had a prisoner to lock up. The jailer opened 
the door and was at once overpowered. Freeman 
had shackles on his feet and hands, and as an ad- 
ditional precaution against escape, was chained to 
the floor. The lynehbers did not take time to loose 
him, and strung him up to the rafters of his cell, 
where he was found this morning when the sheriff 
went to the jail. The jailer was boundand gagged 
and could not give an alarm. 

Freeman was an old venitentiary bird, and his 
crimes were many, though his last was his most 
atrocious one.

‘THEY RAISED THEIR SALARIES 


In-a Rather Peculiar Way—A Sensation in 
DesMoines. 

DxsMOrnes, Ia., December 24.—When the board 
of supervisors met the last time the size of the 
fee bills filed by the various justices of the city in 
liquor cases amazed them, and they passed a reso- 
ution directing the county attorney to assist 
the grand jury in making an investigation with a 
view to determining whether or not there 
did exist a conspiracy among. the 
justices, constables and searchers, to 
defraud the county of fees while pretending to 
enforce the prohibitory law. As a result of the 
investigation indictments charging conspiracy to 
defraud the county have been returned against 
several constables and assistants, or searchers, as 
they are called. 

The indictments charge the defendants ina 
number of counts with defrauding the county by 
false pretenses and by means of using fictitious 
names in making returns for information and 
warrants never served, and by agreeing 
together to obtain small quantities 0 
liquor from parties which could be condemned, 80 
that each of the constables in the gang could be 
subpoenaed and draw witness fees, 

The doings of justices are still] under considera- 
tion. The grand jury returned a batch of indict- 
ments charging J. P. Smith, H. R. Reynolds, M, E. 
Brady, F. T. Morris, J. C. Macey and George M. 
Sheldon, members and former members of the 
city council, with conspiracy to defraud the city. 

This ia the outgrowth of the revelations made 
sole months ago when it was shown that meim- 
bers of the council were increasing their salaries 
by means of bovus claims. They were first tried 
for willful misconduectin office and acquitted on 
the ground that no sueh crime was known to the 
Statutes. Theindictments are brought under in- 
structions from Judge Bishop.

SAVANNAI, Ga., December 24—[{Special.|—The 
Savannah Fire andj Marine Insurance Company 
goes out of business today. So much for the 
Whitfield bill. Ata meeting of the stockhonlers 
today it was decided to wind up the affairs of the 
company. For this result the adverse legislation 
which is threatened in Georgia and adjoining 
states is responsible. The Whitfield bill, to break 
up the tariuf association, frightened the young 
companies, for they realize that in general com- 
petition for business the old and strong companies 
would survive and the young ones would go to the 
wall or would be unable to pay dividends for a 
long time. While the company has been fairly 
successful, the stockholders wanted to put their 
money in other investnents not so uncertain, and 
promising better returns. All of the Savannah 
fire and marine insurance’ business will 
be transferred to the Hartford Fire Insur- 
ance Company. Policy holders will not suffer at 
all, but will be insured in a company with $6,00,- 
woo «6of capital, instead of one with $200,- 
000. The transfer of polices will be made without 
inconyenience or cost to the policy-holders. Stock- 
holders will get all of their investment back, and 
a satisfactory dividend. The company has been 
in business for three years. It has bcen managed 
well, and the losses have been comparatively 
small. Its surplus last year was $16,000. The offi- 
cers of the company are: Wiliiain Garrard, presi- 
dent; W.H. Daniel, secretary.

later, she hurried out and found her child in the 
talons of an eagle, which was carrying it away. 

The bird of prey was about two feet from the 
ground and the little fellow straggling in the 
eagle’s Claws andcrying with pain. Mrs. Gutriz 
threw herself on the back of the eagle. The bird 
left the child and spreading its wings slapped the 
mother on the head, felling her to the greund 
unconscious. The eagle again left the mother and 
was taking the child off when the cattleman caine 
in sight. ‘He took in the situation ata glance 
and raising his gun fired at the eagle, lodging a 
bullet in its left wing. The bird dropped to the 
ground and released the child. Gttriz called for 
help, and soon a number of his neighbors came 
about and carried the mother and child into the 
house, where the former died within an hour from 
a fractured skull. 

The child’s wounds were not dangerous and he 
was recoverlng When Buena Guasa left the canyon 
two days later. The eagle was killed. He meas- 
ured six feet from tip to tip of wings.

AND ONE AS KILLED. 


WALKER MARTIN INSTANTLY KILLED 


Two Homes to Which Christmas Will Bring 
Sadness, Instead of Gladness—The 
Details of the :Tragedy. 


The fatal pistol. 
A Christmas tragedy. 


day evening and one accidentally shot and 
killed the other, 

The dead boy is Walker Martin. The boy in 
whose hand the fatal weapon was is Willie 
Small. 

Martin was about nineteen years of age and 
Small isin his seventeenth year. 

The two boys were chums. 

Martin was the main support of the family, 
and Small is the only son of an estimable 
widow lady. 

The killing was purely accidental. It oc- 
curred in the Pryor street office of the Postal 
Telegraph. Company, just across the sireet 
from the Kimball house. 

Young Martin, the dead boy, was @ tele- 
graph operator in the postal office. 

THE LIGHT OF A HAPPY HOME. 

He wasa Jad of fine character, and was 
trusted and respected by all who knew him. 

He was the idol of a devoted mother and 
loving sister, and his tragic death, just on the 
eve of a joyful Christmas, casts darkest gloom 
over an humble, but happy home. 

His father, who is a painter, was almost 
frantic over his boy’s tragic death, and the 
scene when he and the grief-stricken mother 
came to the side of their dying boy was heart- 
rending. 

First in the young man’s heart were his 
mother and little sister, and the last act of his 
manly life was to carry home to them a lovely 
present to gladden their hearts on the Christ- 
mas day—but which by the will of God was 
to be so sad to therm. 

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

The details of the tragedy are: 

Martin was sitting at his instrument desk at 
the front window of the oflice, only a few feet 
from the sidewalk, with a bright are light 
illuminating the office and making the 
tragedy plainly visible from the arcade of the 
Kiinball house as wellas to people passing 
along the streets. 

Young Small was standing at the end of the 
desk waiting for Martin to put up his pistol 
and get things ready to go to supper. 

Martin had just purchased from Bain & 
Kirkpatrick’s gun store, next door ito the 
oftice, several boxes of cartridges tv shoot to- 
day. 

He placed the boxes of cartridges in the 
drawer of the desk and theft broke one of the 
boxes and loaded tlie pistol, 


During this¢ime Small remained standing 


at the desk, playing with the telegraph instru- 
ment. 
FINISHED LOADING THE PISTOL. 
When Martin had finished loading the pis- 
tol, which wasa very cheap affair, without 
any trigger guard, he cocked it, and with 
the simple remark, ‘‘Here,’’ handed it to 


“Small. 


In handing the pistol to Small, Martin did 
so with his own hand grasping the barrel, 
which pointed toward his head. 

Small took hold of the weapon by the han- 
dle, his fingers naturally pressing against the 
trigger. Hesays he did not know that the 
pistol was cocked, and had not noticed that it 
had no trigger guard. 

The moment Small’s finger touched tho 
trigger the pistol discharged. The ball entered 
Martin’s head, just above the right eye. 

His face was powder-burned, and his hand 
which held the pistol in handing it to Small 
was blackened with smoke. 

A TRAGIC SCENE. 

When the pistol went off Small dropped it 
tothe tloor, and uttering a terrified scream 
caught the sinking head of his wounded friend 
in his arms. 

“Oh, my God!” he exclaimed, “I have 
killed him! I have killed him!”’ 

The pistol shot and the screams attracted 
the attention of Mr. Harry Frank and Dr. A. 
W. Harwell, of Cheneyville, N. C., who were 
in the otfice at the time, as well as startling 
the passers-by on the street. 

‘Speak to me, Walker! Oh, just one word! 
Speak to me!”” young Small repeated as he 
held the bleeding head, while the crowd gath- 
ered about the window and blocked into the 
office. 

The boy was beside himself with grief and 
excitement. When the officer arrived and 
took charge of the wounded boy he continued 
to wring his hands and cry as if his heart 
would break, imploring his dying friend to 
speak to him. 

' DIED WITHOUT SPEAKING, 

Martin was lifted from his chair and carried 
to the back of the office and laid upon a 
couch. 

Dr. Harris was called and reached his side 
before death came, but medical assistance was 
of no avail. 

The boy lived about a half hour, but was 
not conscious a moment from the time he was 
shot. 

Dr. Avary, the coroner, soon arrived, and 
when it became evident that the boy could 
not possibly live, a messenger was dispatched 
for his mother and father. y 

BREAKING THE NEWS. 

Mr. Robert Manley. who knew the wounded 
boy, broke the news to his mother, whose 
home is on Hayden street. 

Mrs. Martin was in a neighboring grocery 
store when Mr. Manley told herof the sad 
accident that had befallen her son. 

The shock was more than she could stand. 
She sank to the floor ina faint, and it was 
some time before she could be brought to the 
scene of the tragedy. 

Mr. Martin, the father, was not at home, 
but he had been found and told of the acci- 
dent, and was there when the stricken mother 
arrived. 

It is impossible to describle the scene when 
the mother and father reached the side of their 
dying boy. 

It was a scene that wrung the hearts of the 
crowd gathered about with the keenest pity and 
sympathy. 

AN INQUEST. 

After he expired the body of young Martin 
was taken to the undertaking establishment of 
Wylie & Barclay, where an inquest was held. 

Small had been arrested and taken tothe 
station house. 

At the inquest only two witnesses were in- 
troduced, Mr. Harry Frank and Dr. Harwell, 
who were in the office when the shot was fired. 

Neither, however, was ina position where 
he —— sea the boys when the tragedy voc- 
curred. 

They had heard the boys talking, but paid 
no attention to them, and had heard the pistol 
report and the screams of Small.

killing purely accidental, after consulting uot 
more than a minute.

With eyes streaming with tears, Willie 


Small, the boy whose hand pressed the fatal 
trigger, told his story of the tragedy. 
it was a touching sight. The dead boy had 
been his playmate and friend. 
“I was in Bain & Kirkpatrick’s store getting 
some blank cartridges to shoot in my brother's 
pane he said, ‘‘when Walker came in to

“We live near together, and when I asked 
if he was going home he told

“I went in and was standing at the end ot 
the desk playing with the telegraph instru-. 
ment when Walker banded me his pistol. He 
was holding it by the barrel and I didn’t know:

‘*We had been talking about the pistol, but 
I don’t know what made him hand it to me. 

‘I took hold of it and it went off. That ig 
the last I know of it. 

‘I loved Walker. We never had a hard 
word in our lives, and, oh! my God! I wish it 
had been me instead of him.’’

There won’t be any formality about the
